Dear Mrs. Tuchman, 


A few years ago when I was President of the Naval War College 
you and I missed connections several times. You were unable to 
accept several invitations I proffered to speak to or attend confer- 
ences: at the College.

I sincerely 
believe we could profit from being more aware that there is also 
historical data and precedent available to be considered. 


Normally we have these lectures on Tuesday afternoons from 3:00 
to 4:15. We hope you might be available on 13 February. If that week 
is not convenient to you, we'd be happy to adjust. Our Guest Speaker 
honorarium is $500 in addition to round-trip coach air transportation. 


I would be very grateful if you would be willing to do this for us, 
and look forward very much to the opportunity of meeting you.
